Washington.—The w ar department 
bas asked for 50,000 Unite*! States vol­ 
unteers to be used as replacement 
troops for the army of occupation in 
Germany and on station in France and 
elsewhere abroad. 
The response to 
the plea for volunteers has been in­ 
stant. 
Naturally enough, many of th** sol­ 
diers of the army now ta Germany are 
anxious to come home. 
In the main 
part General Dickixnn's army of occu­ 
pation Is compos***! of veterans of flu* 
firing line In France. They have done 
their duty in a field of imminent dan­ 
ger, and naturally those of them who 
have close family ties, and some of the 
others also, are anxious to return to 
the United States. 
There are hundreds of thousands of 
young men in this country who went 
t Ii rough the training camps on this 
side and who were bitterly disappoint­ 
ed because they w ere not given an op­ 
portunity to serve abroad.
